IMPOUTANT: Before firing this pistol, he sure to clean barrel thoroughly of grease or 
other obstructions. This is a safe gun. Handle it safely. Never point it at anything you do 
not intend to shoot. Treat gun as a loaded gun. 



CLEANING AND LUBRICATING 

If you UH.e Ci Hinzgins amrri unit ion thiis 
wilt prac'ticalTy elimiTiate any nend for 
cleaning the bnrrd. However, should any 
powder residue or dirt a ecu mill ate it can 
easily be removed. 

To clean liarrel, remove ma^iaztne by 
pressln" ma^razine catch (see Figure H, 
permitting magazine to slide out of hot!. 
Push in safely biitinu on left side of pLstol 
and pull slide all the way hark. Now push 
safely E>ultun all the way to thr- left and 
slide wilt remain loeked oiten (see Figure. 
21. Push a pittcdi* moistened with a good 
.sohenl, Tlirnugh the tiarreJ from the muzzle 
end. Soak a brass brush made for ,22“caiiber 
firearms in solvent and push it through 
the length of the bore several lime?. Push 
rdean patches through the bore in the ■iame 
manner until the la.st imtch comes out i leaiL 
I'bcn push through a lightly oiled patch- 

Use a tooth hnish soaked in .solvent Ld 
remove any dirt or foulirig from other op- 



OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS 

TO LO.\D MAGAZINE: Remove magazine 
by jiresaing magazine catch (see Figure IK 
pet in it ling magazine to slide oiii of butt. 
Move the bill tun on the ?irk of the mag' 
azine downward gradually a.s you insert .22 
long I'jflR cartridges one at a time (see 
Figure S}. Be sure to insert cartridges so 
that the lead end is at the front of the 
clip. When magazine is full, slide it back 
into butt until it clicks into place. 

TO LOAD CHAMBER: Push safety all the 
way to right, to "'ofT” position. With loaded 
magazine in place, pull slide to rear and 
release it. As slide moves forward it will 
strip one cartridge from magazine and feed 
it in to Tlie chamber. Chamber is loaded 
and red dot now visible on slriker at rear 
of slide in dirates that gun is cocked and 
ready to fire. 

TO FlRFi: With safety in ^‘olF' position, 
pu.shed , ill, the way to the right wdth red 
hand showing on right side, gun will fire 
one shot each time the trigger is pulled. 
Each time the gun Is bred the force of the 
recoil extracts and ejects the empty shell 
rase, after the bullet has left the barrel,

liy pushing the slide to the rear, Slide auto- 
matically returns forward, carrying with it 
the next carl ridge to lie fired, loading this 
cartridge into the chamber and cocking the 
pistol. 

TO UNL0.4D: Remove magazine from guti 
with magazine catch, 1lien pul! bark slide 
all the way to extract and ejec t any carl' 
ridge that may be in the chamber. When 
nnloading any autoloader, he sure always 
to unload the chamber o/ier you have re- 
moved the magazine. 

SIGH'IING: This pistol lias Iteen targeted 
at the factory and the sights adjusEcd for 
a 50-foot range. It will probably be found 
to be sighted in satisfactorily for all targets 
vsdlhin normal pistol range. 

Correct sight alignment at the instant of 
firing is very imporljant in handgun .shoot- 
ing, Recause of the short dislance between 
the fmnt and rear sights, even small errors 
in lining up the sights when the [rigger is 
squeezed nan put the buUet inches — ciien 
feet ! — away from the target. 

If your Model BO does not seem to hit 
where you point, do not adjust the sights 



until you have thoroughly r Kecked your 
hohlinp and Ftghtintr procedure. 

ll is q Li ill' pOtwihlu to do accurate pistol 
shooLjnu wtlh one eye Hosed or %^ilK both 
eyes operu However, most fop pistol shots 
shoot with hnih eyes open and fed fhat this 
makes arrurate shooliof; easier and fas>ter. 

If you slujol with both eyes open, make 
t ertaiii that you arc loohini^ down the barrel 
with yunr ' "master" eye or "sightiofi;’' eye. 
This is the riphl eye in I he Case of most 
p(Mip1e, i If yon do nol know w hich is your 
sight eye. make a cin le of yonr Ind^.x 
finger and thumb, with your arm extetiderh 
and look through this at a distant object 
with both eyirs open. Then <loso one eye. 
If you still sec the same objec! through the 
loop of your linger and thumb, the eye 
remaining ofien ia yonr sighting eye. If your 
thnmij and finger appear In have moved to 
enn side vvitli rcsperl to the' distant object, 
yiiiir sighting eye is the eye you rloscdJ 
Figure 5 shows the way the sights should 
he aligned at the instant the pistol goes 
off. if a perfe< t i?hot U to l>e scoroH, 
Figures h, 7 and H show typical sighting 
errors. Notice how the [mint of impact is 
affected by incorrect sight alignmenl. 

The following hints will help you to align

your sights correctly and shoot accurately. 

.Stand in a comfortable, relaxed position. 

Hold your pistol firmly, hut not tensely* 
and try to hold it I lie .«!amc for each shot. 

Donh worry if your arm wavers — every- 
hofly’s iJoes, Rut keep your sights properly 
aligneil and keep the sights as dose to the 
profier aiming spot as you can, especially 
when squeezing the trigger, 

Kn?st the tuall of your htst finger on the 
Iriggcr, 

Si^U(ii:2c the trigger straight back slowly 
— don't jerk it, and don't euiurHe it with 
your finger. Squeeze only wlien your sight 
pirtnre is deed center. 

Prac'tice. 

Yon will find it hHpfid to practice your 
uii::ger pull with the pistol cocked Imt 
without a /ipe cartridge in the rhamher. 
This is called “dry firing." To p revert l pen* 
sible damage to firing pin. it \s^ a good 
practice to insert an empty shell in the 
fhairther when dry firing. 

The front sight is staked in position and 
should not be moved. If the gun is fnund 
to shtun confiisteiitly left or right, use a soft 
wooden wedge arid a hammer to move the 
rmr sight very slightly in the same direction

in which yon vrish to move the bullet im* 
part point. Move the renr .siRhl only very 
trlif^htly and obspfvn the results by firing 
several carefully aimed sighting shots as a 
group, 

DISASSEMBLY 

First, removo magaiiiiie and unload eham* 
her, Mever attempt to take apart any gun 
unless you are first eertaiu that it Is empty. 
TO REMOVE BARREL: Full slide all the 
way to rear and lock it open by pushing 
saiety buuou all the way to UTt, Unscrew 
barrel mit. allowing barrel to lift out of 
its seat in pistol frame, (see Figure 4L 
Slots in Imrrel nut permit the use of a coin 

ASSEMBLY 

TO ASSEMBLE SLIDE: Kepkee slide 
&pring (the larger of the two roil springe) 
in slide. With slide upside down, insert 
Striker In slide point lirst and with Hal 
side up. Then slide striker spring (the other 
coil spring) over striker, with striker in- 
side this spring. Replace slide on frame 
and pull all the way to rear. Then push

as a wrench to loosen and tighten the nut, 
TO REMOVE SLIDE: With barrel re- 
moved, grasp slide firmly with left hand 
and move safety to ""off" position. -Slide 
wdil then move forward under spring pres- 
mre and may he slid off front of frame. Cup 
hand over striker and pull trigger of gun 
and slide spring, striker and striker spring 
will be released into baud. 



safety button all the way to left to lock 
slide open. 

TO ASSEMBLE BARREL: Align barrel 
with frame and tighten barrel riut» using 
coin to make certain barrel is firmly sealed. 
Release slide by moving safety to “ofT’ 
fiosition.
